REGARDING RURAL MAIL BOXES 

— 

j It has been brought to our notice 
j that the mail boxes along Rural 
J Routes No. 1 and No. 2 are in a very 
I dilapidated condition and arc also not 
; in proper position for the delivery of 
. mail with the expediency expected of 
j the mail driver by the postal author¬ 
ities. This condition of affairs has 
j been brought about, not by the owners 
! themselves( but by road gangs who 
j have been at work grading the roads 
} in these particular districts and in 
j most cases were unavoidably put out 
of place while this work was being 
I carried out. We understand that this 
j work is now completed and it is to 
I the advantage of the owners of these 
| boxes that are out of place to see 
j that they arc again placed in their 
I proper positions and those which are 
| now in an unsatisfactory position ow- 
« ing to the grading of the roads should 


be removed and placed, if possible, at 
the drive ways in order to facilitate 
the delivery and collection of all mail 
matter. 

In this respect, Tor the benefit of 
box holders along -These routes, we 
publish the following paragraphs from 
the postal regulations for their guid¬ 
ance: 

“A rural mail box, once paid for; 
becomes the property of th‘e purchaser, 
and he must keep it properly erected 
and in,good repair. Failure to do this 
will result in the discontinuance oi 
the service to that box. 

“The box is .so contrived that the 
position of the.-box on the arm to it 
is attached can be easily changed 
from lying lengthwise along the arm 
to directly across the end of it. Thff 
arm itself should lie along the road 
hi the direction of travel either way. 
When the box lies lengthwise along 
the arm it is a notification either to 
the courier or to the patron that no 
mail matter has been deposited there¬ 
in. On the other hand when the po¬ 
sition of the box is across the end of 
the arm it is an indication to the pa¬ 
tron or to the courier, as the case may 
be, that the box contains mail mat¬ 
ter. The position of the box on the 
arm can be easily changed from 
lengthwise to crosswise. 

“The post to which the box is to be 
permanently attacked, and which is 
to be provided by the patron, may be 
either five inches square or five inches 
in diameter, must be at least three 
leet in the- ground, and approximate¬ 
ly four feet six inches above the load 
level, and must be erected upon the 
roadside so as to be conveniently 
leached by the courier without leav¬ 
ing his rig or dismounting from hi.- 
iiorse. During .the winter season the 
roads must be kept opci) and the ap¬ 
proach to the box sufficiently clear of 
snow to enable the- courier to covei 
his route without being unnecessarily 
delayed or inconvenienced.^ 

“Fach box will bave conspicuously 
stencilled upon it on two sides the 
name or names of the patrons when 
purchased by them, and it will be the 
duty of the pations to see that their 
names are hereafter kept legible on 
their boxes at their own expense.”

1 lie winter season is fast approach¬ 
ing ami with it comes the thought ol 
winter sports und amusements, these 
usually consist of skating, hockey, 
ice carnivals, ice- dances, etc., yet,-un¬ 
der tlie conditions thut prevailed last 
winter with an open rink, we wondei 
how we are to have all this enjoyment 
and the only solution is the erection 
of a covered rink where skating can 
oe mdulged- in with comfort and in 
which the people can watch a hockey 
match or carnival without freezing to 
death^ as was the case last winter. 

\ ulcan, as a town lor business and 
sport has always h<*kl. a good name 
and is classed as one of the best towns 
on the hue. Vi e are highly spoken oi 
as a progressive community and this is 
ci lie in ail other respects excepting 
this suitable building, which'we should 
have in which to indulge in healthy 
winter pastimes. We have our Fair 
Ground^ and bail grounds lot suinmei 
outdoor sport which is perfectly in 
order,. but this kind of spoit in the 
cold weather is decidedly out of order 
|and has a tendency to.keep people in¬ 
doors when, if there was some suit¬ 
able place to go to for exorcise skat¬ 
ing would become more popular than 
it has been in the past. 

In additiun to this, if we had such a 
building as is mooted we could oigan- 
izecur good hockey team and have 
games here with other teams. We 
Have the material here for a good 
team,, but while there is not a decent 
building in which to play, such a thing 
is out of the question because other 
teams do not cure to come here to 
play under such conditions. This oc¬ 
curred several times last winter, and 
we are denied, through lack of inter¬ 
est along this line, to have some good 
hockey matches which other towns, 
smaller than this, take a keen inter¬ 
est iri and enjoy. 

In other years carnivals have been 
arranged to take place at this open 
air rink of ours, but how has the‘en¬ 
terprise fared. Ln /every instance 
they have been a faHqre simply be¬ 
cause the building was not—suitablc 
and people did not like the idea*of-,got^ 
ing because it meant standing around 
freezing when there was nc necessity 
for it, and in yiew ot all these facts, 
why cannot we put up a building in 
which to enjoy ourselves with com¬ 
fort. Everybody has had a good year, 
there has been good crops in the dis¬ 
trict and we do not see anything to 
stand in the way to securing this com¬ 
fort and convenience. 

We understand that last year some 
of the members of the council were 
approached in connection with this 
matter, but as times were hard and 
had been for some time previous, it 
was thought such a project was im¬ 
possible and the matter was dropped 
with the promise that if there was a 
good crop this year the matter could 
he brought up again and may be look¬ 
ed on with favor by those in author¬ 
ity, and the wishes of those interest¬ 
ed would be gratified if at all possi¬ 
ble. The crop has materialized al¬ 
right and the time has now arrived to 
try and have this building material¬ 
ize as well. 

Th&l'e is mo need for an expensive 
building, ull that is being asked for 
is a structure with a roof on and as 
most of >llie material of the present 
apology for a link could be used 
again, the expense would not be as 
great as one might imagine. Anyway, 
with the added patronage that would 
ensue, the admission fee charged for 
the use of the rink would go a long 
way to meet the expense of the build- I 
ing.

' held in Washington, D.C., September 
' 21-26. On returning from this great 
gathering Dr. Grant will tour the 
Western Provinces in the interests of 
the Referendum. 

Mr. H. H. Hull and Mr. H. Arthur 
• Barton are perfecting the campaign 
r organization in Southein Alberta and 
, report encouragement from every 
quarter. Athabasca, Grouard and 
Clearwater are the only constituen¬ 
cies now without organization, and 
that will be remedied shortly. 

Our committees are already busy 
making preparations to take the ut¬ 
most advantage of revision week. 
They are determined that every pos¬ 
sible name will be got on the votors’ 
list. 

The reports that reach' us from all 
urban districts are good. In some 
places the number of electors regis¬ 
tered as high as 90 per cent. In no 
place was the registration under 60 
per cent. In Calgary 17,070 persons 
reported as registering and in Edmon¬ 
ton 16,67}. . 

Mrs. McClung left on, Thursday 
(Sept. 23rd) for the Peace River 
where she will spend a week ip the in¬ 
terests of the Women’s Institute work 
and also campaigning for Prohibition, 
after which she will leave foe Sask¬ 
atchewan to assist in the campaign 
there. 

On Wednesday evening (Sept. 22) 
a great prohibition rally was held in 
Edmonton in McDougall Methodist 
I Church, Dr. D. G. McQueen acting as 
j chairman. The two addresses of the 
evening were made by Mrs. McClung 
r,nd Mrs. Judge Murphy and were 
r masterly and convincing expositions of 
‘ the cause of Prohibition. 

On Monday afternoon (Sept. 20tK) a 
large meeting of Calgary ladies was 
addressed by Mrs. McClurg, Mrs. 
Kennedy and Mrs. Becker, a trio hard 
to match. 

Mrs. Nellie McClung has just con¬ 
cluded a successful tour of Southern 
Alberta in the interests of Prohibi¬ 
tion. She addressed laigc audiences 
in Calgary, Medicine Hat, Taber, 
Coleman, Cowley, Macleod and Leth¬ 
bridge. Everywhere she reports the 
interest in the campaign growing rap¬ 
idly and the prospects bright for vic-~ 
tory all along the lines. 


HAVING A FINE TIME 

The American presidential cam¬ 
paign sinks mote and more to the lev¬ 
el of a contest in abusive recrimina¬ 
tions.- During the week the charge 
that Cox had made a fortune in Wall 
street was followed up by one that 
Bernard Baruch, a Morgan partner, 
was “the angel of the Democratic 
campaign.”

It 
should also be borne in mind that the 
net proceed^ of the sale of estrays 
sold by the keeper of the municipal 
pound is retained by the municipality 
and is not included in the figures sub¬ 
mitted by the minister. 

Anyone who examines the list of an¬ 
imals published in the Alberta Gazette 
as having been sold under the stray 
or pound ordinance will observe that' 
a very large percentage of them are 
blanded yet the owners cannot be 
found. Why? Largely because the 
owner has used an unrecorded brand. 
Sometimes the owner has charged his 
post oflice address and has not ad¬ 
vised the brand office of the facWjind 
has thereby left no means wherebyvhe 
can be found. In some. cases the 
owner of a brand sells it and leaves 
the country and the purchaser ne¬ 
glects to have the transfer recorded 
and thereby deprives himself of the 
protection that the system of brand 
recording was designed to provide. 

A few . days„ ago there were sold 
from the municipal pound of Park¬ 
land, Alberta a team of well-matched 
horses weighing 1700 pounds each. 
They were well broken and well kept, 
even to the trimming of manes and 
tails. All the indications are that the 
owner is unconscious of the fact that 
he is about to lose a team of horses 
worth $600. He doubtless believes 
that they are safe in somebody’s pas¬ 
ture field, when, as a matter of fact, 
they have been sold, and he has but 
a short time to redeem them. There 
are many who would like to see him 
recover his animals, but he has left 
no trace whereby he can be found. 
One of the animals is unbranded, the 
other has a monogram AE in the left 
jaw, but it is not recorded. 

The foregoing illustrates the losses 
that Alberta farmers suffer each year 
because of carelessness in the matter 
of brands. Ranchers suffer also to 
some extent, but the majority o* 
ranchers are alive to the importance 
of keeping their brand records in 
shape, but farmers are notoriously 
careless in this respect.

‘issue was given. 
Many people wonder why the Province 
of Alberta does not stop the importa¬ 
tion of intoxicating liquors. As a 
mutter of fact the Province has no 
right in itself to do thut. The British 
North America Act forbids a prov¬ 
ince passing legislation that inter¬ 
feres with traffic that is interpfovin- 
cial. It is only the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment that can handle such matters. 
In 1915 we voted for the closing of 
the bars. We did not vote to stop 
the importation. This time the Do¬ 
minion Government is handling the 
election, and the issue is the impoita- 
tion. Just aij we closed the bars in 
19X5 by a vote of the people, so we, 
can stop the impoitation by the same 
means. Those who state that they 
voted for prohibition in 1915 are not 
clear as to what powers the Province 
has. The point is that this is the 
first time we have ever had a chance 
to takc«i vote on the matter of the 
inter-provincial traffic. No one for a 
moment wants the bars back. We 
know too well what has been done for 
the benefit of the Province by their 
closing. We will be of the same opin¬ 
ion regarding the inter-provincial tiaf- 
fic after this next vote. We will see 
such improvement that we can indeed 
rejoice that we stopped the importa¬ 
tion. Let us also remember that the 
stoppage of the importation into the 
Province also stops the manufacture 
in the Province. Remember this is 
an election under the direction of the 
Federal Government, backed by Feder¬ 
al Powers, and not simply the matter 
of »the local government. In this it
